manency about it. Tothis end, Whatever parties 
dlispente relief there should be s6me definite 
atid satisfectory means devised for aseertaining 
when relief should be given. Without ciaim- 
ing to present any clearly developed pl*n, yrur 
} committee would respec’ fully suggest that there 
shoud be an inspector of the necessities of all 
applicants for relief. Syucn inspector shou d be 
required to give bond and recurity for the faith- 
ful discharge.of his duties, to visit allapplicanis 
in their homes, minutely examine their claims 


‘to charity, and report the result of his investi 


gations to the proper member of the retief com- 
mittee, or such other Officer as the council 
may direct No order for relief, under 
any circumstances, should be given, 
at the expense of the city, until such inspection 
has been made and relief recommended. Said 
inspector, should, fer obvious reasons, be a 
physician of sad habits. He should 
be paid agood salary, and not allowed to.o 
any other than pauper practice. The city should 
furnish the medicines, apd require him to give 
prompt attention to ail paupers in their sick- 
ness at all hours when called upon. A good 
physician retained in this position iura number 
ot ycars would soon become 80 well acqtiainted 
with the wanteand habits of all paupers as 
scarcely to make a mistake in hie representa- 
tions to the prop@ officer. You will thus give 
relief only whea needed, and at the sane time
